Two weeks ago, the MP3.com 
website issued a public offering of 
its shares. Prices started at $28 per 
share, went through the roof to 
$105 per share and closed on its 
first day of trading at $61. 

Like most websites, it still relies 
on advertising and recorded losses 
of $1.5 million with revenues of 
some $660,000 in the first quarter 
this year. So when the shares went 
public, the site’s owners became 
billionaires. 

What’s amazing about the buy- 
ing frenzy is that the site doesn’t 
own the MP3 format, it simply 
serves as a sort of clearinghouse 
for MP3 files and information. 

But speculators have reason to 
be optimistic. The music industry’s 
cold-war treatment of MP3 has 
thawed considerably, past the 
point of détente and into partner- 
ships. Of course, when people 
started building portable 
Walkman-style MP3 players, the 
industry finally saw the light, and 
the potential profits. RioPort, built 
by Diamond Multimedia, is recog- 
nized as an industry standard.

“That’s how it was being done — we were in the 
production office, counting money out as it came in, 
and the U.S. bands wanted U.S. money, so there were 
conversion problems,” said Terry McConaghy, whose 
company, Concept AV, ran the second stage during 
the ill-fated classic rock festival at Labatt Raceway. 

The planned four-day party showed signs of poor 
planning early, with some bands pulling out because 
they hadn’t received deposit money, and the County 
of Leduc having to extend deadlines for permits when 
Rockfest '99 organizers failed to cough up money in 
time 

And there was evidence of chaos when businesses, 
like MeConaghy’s, arrived on site. 

“There wasn't anyone from Rockfest on the site 
until Wednesday afternoon. People were on the site 
looking for direction,” McConaghy said. 

The festival was cancelled Sunday morning after it 
became apparent Saturday that there wasn't enough 
money to pay for services at the site, let alone bands. 
Insiders cite a series of strategic errors: organizers 
failed to open beer sales — a major revenue source — 
until Thursday afternoon even though campers had 
begun showing up Wednesday; big-name rockers like 
Hagar and Def Leppard were scheduled to perform on 
the same night but could have sold more weekend 
tickets if they played on separate nights; ticket rev- 
enues streamed directly to investors would have

Rockfest 99 died because of money; but 
local bands played for the love of music

Rockfest ’99, which was held 
last weekend at the Labatt Race- 
way, was destined to be a failure 
from the start 

Problems with the festival's 
funding, permits and organization 
plagued the event, its staff and 
fans. Main stage acts such as 
Sammy Hagar and Def Leppard 
put on great shows despite the 
fact that their contracts weren't 
fulfilled. 

With Calgary promoter Frank 
Scott packed and out of town, 
Rockfest was cancelled Sunday 
morning. 

The weekend festival seemed 
to be over and done with until 
Rick Stasiewich from the local 
band Blind Panic (I’m also a 
member of the band), which had 
been booked to play the second 
stage Saturday and Sunday, 
began to organize a free concert 




















































































at the festival campground. With 
the support of remaining 
campers, they built a makeshift 
stage from a borrowed tent, 
acquired generators, lighting and 
a sound system. Thankfully, port- 
able toilets had been left behind 
to accommodate the 1,000 or so 
people waiting for the impromptu 
show to begin.

ix Master Mike is one of the 
Mi happiest guys on Earth. You 

would expect him to be 
pleased with his career, which 
includes winning four world 
turntablism titles, collaborating 
and touring with the Beastie Boys 
and enjoying the success of his lat- 
est album, but I mean, man! When 
I spoke to him late Tuesday after- 
noon, the Serial Wax Killer was 
practically giddy. He’d just got 
back from EA Sports, where he’s 
laying down music for video 
games like Hot Wheels and Knock 
Out Kings Part Two. 

“T think I’m going in a weird 
direction with this thing, but I’ve 
found happiness in it. I've always 
felt like a little kid, just on a higher 
scale, I guess,” he laughs. 

His latest album, Anti-Theft 
Device, is evidence of just how 
crazy Mike can get on the decks. 
One listen to the album will tell 
you that Mike will experiment with 
almost anything. This creativity 
put Mike in a class of his own as 
he developed signature scratches, 
like the One Hand Hydroplane.

songs. Everybody starts out trying 
to emulate somebody and, hope- 
fully, from your own experience 
you find something to add.” 

Producing discs for the likes 
of Ramblin’ Jack Elliott and John 
Lee Hooker has further enriched 
Rogers’ musical vision. As the man 
behind the controls for Hooker's 
last few albums, he’s had a first- 
hand view of how a consummate 
performer channels his energies in 
the studio. 

“John is one of those unique 
performers and people in the 
world, who can tap into that inner 
feeling and it comes out right then 
and there, he’s so in the present. 
And when you have a session like 
that, you're so happy to be there, 
you just want to facilitate whatev- 
er it takes for John on that partic- 
ular day to do that. It doesn’t mat- 
ter if it’s myself of Albert Collins 
or Keith Richards or Bonnie Raitt, 
everyone's happy to be there with 
John Lee Hooker, because he is so 
expressive and so in touch that he 
can say something that’s so mean- 
ingful. When you witness that, I 
feel I’m so lucky to be part of 
that.” 

Lessons taken from close asso- 
ciation with Hooker and other leg- 
endary players extend into all of 
Rogers’ musical interests — which 
means he’s unlikely to run out of 
fuel for his creative fire any time 
soon. 

“Music is a life thing, so when 
you play music, you're expressing 
how you feel at any particular 
moment, so it’s always a journey. 
It’s always changing and evolving 
and I think that’s the way it should 
be. There’s always someplace else 
to go.”

Phelps seems to have the entire package — raspy blues voice, tasteful 
harmonica, evocative, light-fingered guitar style and a feel for the blues 
that can’t be taught. He’s got an ear for covers as well, as evidenced by the 
inclusion of nuggets like The House Carpenter and Goodnight Irene, the 

album's opener and closer respectively. Unfortunately, he’s also got a ten- 
dency to meander through his songs when a more direct route may have 
been more advisable. The long cut may prove to be quite compelling to a 
bunch of folkies on a hill, but for home listening purposes, Phelps maybe 
shoulda kept things more succinct.

What visitors to the exhib- 
it can expect to gain from 
their visit is a “whole other 
sense of history,” says Grant 
Hughes, director of curatorial 
services for the RBCM. “This is 
much more than a bunch of lifeless 
artifacts in a museum; it is truly a 
living history. The museum may 

the physical artifacts, but we 
don’t own the stories and histories 
attached to them. Those are 
retained by the Nuu-chah-nulth peo- 
ple.” 

The exhibit is the first of its kind 
in that its focus is squarely on the 
Nuu-chah-nulth people, rather than 
Thom Cook or other First 
Nations. Also making Out of the 
Mist a rarity is that it has been 
curated with the blessing and full 
co-operation of the Nuu-chah-nulth. 
When the museum originally 
approached the tribal council with 
the idea, they consented, on one 
provision: that the museum observe 
certain protocols in producing the 
exhibit. The most important was 
that for each object in the exhibit, 


they had to meet and work with 


owning families and gain their per- 
mission to use it. 

The museum followed these pro- 
tocols, right down to the merchan- 
dising. As well, they provided cul- 
tural sensitivity training for muse- 
um staff, and First Nations repre- 
sentatives were hired as inter- 
preters. 

Visitors reap the benefits of that 
diligence. Out of the Mist is imbued 
with a richness and depth that can 
only come with such first-person 
accounts of the artifacts, traditions 
and their underlying meanings.

he problem with the new super-

seems to be one of proportion.
